Plaintiff is a Citizen of the State of New Mexico, 
Defendant Parsley was served two State of Indiana FOIA forms requesting information that has been 
on a closed case. Defendant refused to release any information based on a vaguely worded state law 
giving police the authority to deny any and all records at their prerogative. A Federal Freedom of 
Information was filed requesting the same information. It was explained that this request has Federal 
Jurisdiction and the demand for the information was legal and just. Petitioner was legally entitled to the 
requested information. Defendant again refused to release the requested information. Jurisdiction 
consists under Federal case: 1 :00CR0O074-00 1 History; City of Bedford Police Detective Drew Jackson 
having a personal issue with Petitioner, requested and received an un-sworn to, no witness, 
"RubbeiStamp* Search Warrant from a local Judge. The detective violated State and Federal Law and 
left his Jurisdiction and went to another Jurisdiction to serve the Search Warrant without notifying the 
local Jurisdiction's Law enforcement He Served the Search Warrant alone.

They advised that all property taken from the Marjenhoff family remained with the City of Bedford 
Police.
